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Previously It Votes $250,000 for 
Commission’s General Inquiry 
Into Enforcement.

WASHINGTON, June 27.—The 


‘Senate voted today to restrict the 


scope of the Wickersham Law En- 
forcement Commission’s future 
studies to the dry laws, and to pro- 
vide only $50,000 for the work, aft- 
er voting a few minutes before to 
give the commission $250,000 for 
study of general law enforcement. 

Six Senators who did not vote 
on the first roll call added them- 
selvea to 29 aguinst the $25).- 
000 on the second vote on that 
item, as follows: Democrats— 
Harrison, Overman, Steck and 
Tydings. Republicans—Phipps and 
Moses. 

President Hoover said later that 
if Congress should limit the scope 
of the Law Enforcement Commis- 
sion’s investigation to prohibition 
alone as provided today by the Sen- 
ate, the largest sphere of inves'i- 
gative work would be carried on 
by private subscription. 

The President said that 70 per 
cent of the persons in prison wie 
there for violating laws other than 
prohibition and that 70 per cent 
of the law enforcement problem, 
therefore, was not attributable to 
prohibition. 

He said the causes and remedy 
for this greater proportion of law 
violations are of some importance 
and added that efforts of the Law 
Enforcement Commission to deter- 
mine these causes would go for- 
ward. 

“The money will be forthcom- 
ing,’’ the President said. Just prior 
to the President's announcement, 
he had conferred with Chairman 
Wickersham and four other mem- 
bers of the commission.

U. S. Prosecutor Asserts 
Former Doherty Co. Man- 
ager in Cincinnati Forged 
Signatures.

CINCINNATI, O., June 27.— 
Two former officers of the Broth- 
erhood of Railway Clerks’ National 
Bank, which failed to open its 
doors yesterday, are under arrest 
today as the result of the alleged 
$1,000,000 check-kiting operations 
of A. W. Shafer, discharged dis- 
trict manager of the Henry L. Do- 
herty Co. 
Lyman E. Norris, former vice 
president, and Harry Rosenblum, 
former assistant cashier, are held 
in default of $25,000 bond each, 
set after they entered pleas of not 
guilty to charges of conspiracy fo 
violate the national banking act. 
Norris, Rosenblum and Joseph 
J. Castellini, president, were re- 
moved by the directors Monday. 
United States District Attorney 
Haveth E. Mau said Shafer’s al- 
leged manipulations were the di- 
rect cause of the bank’s closing. 
Shafer, Mau said, had deposited 
Cities Service collateral bearing 
forged indorsements. It was this 
stock, reported to amount to be- 
tween $225,000 and $375,000, that 
involved Norris and Rosenblum. 
The Brotherhood Bank came 
under the scrutiny of Federal in- 
vestigators June 10, when it was 
learned the bank carried an ac- 
eount for Shafer. On that day the 
Cosmopolitan Bank & Trust Co. 
closed because of an alleged short- 
age of $623,000 in Shafer’s account 
and Shafer was arrested ona 
charge of embezzling more than 
$210,000 from the Doherty Co., 
his former emp)oyers. 
The removal of the three offi- 
cers of the bank also resulted in 
withdrawal of $1,000,000 by de- 
positors, although a_ statement 
was issued saying the depository 
was in good condition. Directors 
said closing of the bank was the 
best way to protect depositors, 
The Provident Savinss Bank & 
Trust Co. also experienced a heavy 
run yesterday, but kept open over- 
time to satisfy depositors. State 
Director of Commerce Edward D. 
Schorr announced no other banks 
were involved by Shafer and the 
Cincinnati Clearing House Asso- 
ciation promised support of all the 
rest of the county's banks. 

M. J. Fleming, deputy governor 
of the Federal Reserve Bank, 
Cleveland, said $5,000,000 in cur. 
rency had been brought here tcday 
by airplane from Cleveland and 
placed in the Federal Reserve 
branch to add assurance to the 
banking situation in this city.

HAILED AT NEW YORK, 
RECEIVED BY MAYOR

Broadcasting Co. network. He will 
return by plane in the morning. 
Fiyers Complete 3360-Mile. Journey 
From Ireland. 
At 6:30 p. m.. yesterday, Kings- 
ford-Smith set his big black mono- 
plane down at Roosevelt Field, 
completing a 3360-mile flight from 
Port Marnock, Ireland, a journey 
interrupted by a 20-hour stop for 
fuel at Harbor Grace, N. F. 
As soon as New York ‘gets 
through entertaining him and his 
companions they expect to take 
the Southern Cross on a non-stop 
flight to Oakland, Cal., completing, 
for Kingsford-Smith,. a flight 
around the world, started May 21, 
1928. 
Kingsford-Smith, treated the 
crowd av-aiting to acclaim him to 
a spectacular exhibition of vertical 
flying before bringing his ship to 
a perfect three-point landing. 
The first man out of the plane 
was Van Dyke who comes from the 
Dutch East Indies. Grimed with 
dust and streaming with perspira- 
tion he virtually fell out into the 
crowd. Looking around bewildered, 
he exclaimed “Phoof! this is terri- 
ble.”’ 
The other three followed and the 
four men, the second crew ever to 
make the perilous crossing of the 
North Atlantic by airplane, were 
immediately surrounded by camera 
men, news reel men and represen- 
tatives of the two country-wide 
broadcasting systems. Next the 
crew was taken into the plane for 
customs and immigration ~ inspec- 
tion. 


Just before they climbed back 
into the fuselage, however, there 
was an incident that brought a 
laugh from the crowd. As soon as 
the plane had _ stopped rolling, 
someone had set a large bowl of 
flowers on one of the engines. This 
bowl suddenly upset and the water 
splashed over the flyers. 

As soon as the Government ex- 
aminations were completed, police 
cleared a path through the crowds, 
eo that the plane might be hauled 
into the hangar where it will be 
kept until it takes off for the West 
Coast. 


At least 10,000 persons waited 
through the hot afternoon at 
Roosevelt Field for the arrival of 
the Southern Cross and when it 
appeared the crowd threw restraint 
aside and made a rush for. the 
plane and flyers.

Henry Kennon, the zoo’s orni- 
thologist, named the bird Ya-koob, 
because that phrase is the common- 
est in its vocabulary. However, Lin 
was of the cpinion that Ya-koob 
either was the name of the bird’s 
Chinese owner in India or of a 
friend and frequent visitor of the 
owner, or of a place where the 
owner lived. : 

The bird has a vocabulary of 
about 20 phrases, Kennon told Lin. 
Ya-koob, however, refused to trot 
out his words for the interpreter. 
He did say one more phrase and 
in that Lin was able to reccznize 
the single word, “eat.” 

When Lin left, he promisc4 to 
return to the bird house next week 
with someone who knows and un- 
derstands the dialect of the south- 
ern province of Fukien.

from trading privileges on the 
Board of Trade. Cottington an- 
nounced at the time that shortages 
had appeared in the books and 
that he had submitted them tg an 
audit. 
The Rural Grain Co. at one time 
was owned by the Farmers’ Na- 
tional Grain Corporation, Govern- 
ment sponsored co-operative, in 
order to give the Farmers’ Nation- 
al a seat on the Board of Trade. It 
later passed from control of the 
Farmers’ National, of which Cot- 
tington wag the first president. 
The bankruptcy petition was 
filed at the “request of important 
creditors.” 
A statement issued by President

“No one is under suspicion of 
criminality, but all books are being 
thoroughly investigated.

U. S. Coast Guard Cutter 
~ Lowers Life Boat and 


Picks Up Men Clinging to 
Wreckage. 


By the Associated Press. 
BROCKVILLE, Ont., June 27.— 


An explosion, due to lightning 
striking dynamite yesterday caused 
the death of 30 men. The explo- 
sion tore the drill boat, J. B. King, 
to pieces. 

Only 12 members ef the crew of 
42 were saved. These were picked 
up by the U. 8S. Coastguard cutter 
211. Several of them were severe- 


ly injured. 

The drill boat, which was owned 
by J. P. Porter and Sons of 8&t. 
Catherines, Ont., was blasting a 
channel in the St. Lawrence River 
through Brockville Narrows on the 
eastern fringe of the Thousand

Several holes had been drilled in 
the rock and filled with dynamite 
and the day crew was drilling ad- 
ditional holes to place more dyna- 
mite when an electrical storm

Lightning, Then Explosion. 

Witnesses said they saw a flash 
of lightning dart down to the boat, 
followed immediately by a terrific 
explosion. The air was filled with 
debris and the drill boat had dis- 
appeared. 

Some reports were that there 
had been a large quantity of dyna- 
mite aboard the J. B. King which 
had been exploded by the flash. 
Luther Kuchenbecker, superinten- 
dent in charge of the work, wo 
was ashore at the time said there 
was no dynamite aboard the boat. 
He said the explosion was caused 
by lightning following the steel 
drills which were working in the 
rock or striking wires leading to 
the charges that had been placed. 

Leo Marion, an inspector of the 
Public Works Department at Ot- 
tawa, who was one of those res- 
cued, estimated there were three 
tons of dynamite in the drill holes 
and expressed the opinion that 
there also was aie considerable 
quantity in the boat. He charged 
that an unidentified boat passed 
at the time of the explosion, but 
did nothing to aid in the rescue. 

Coast Guard Aids in Rescue. 

The explosion was witnessed by 
the crew of the U. S. Coast Guard 
Cutter 211, which was passing, in 
charge of Capt. G. B. Lok, with 
M. R. Rasmussen, chief inspector, 
of the Buffalo district, aboard. 

The cutter hastily made for the 
spot and lowered a lifeboat. A 
number of men were clinging to 
wreckage and while those near 
were hauled aboard the cutter, the 
lifeboat picked up others. 

Among those rescued was G, L. 
Brown of Ottawa, a member of the 
night shift. He said he was asleep 
in his bunk when the explosion 
happened, He said he managed to 
reach a porthole and jump over- 
board before the boat sank. He 
was picked up clinging to a piece 
of floating wreckage. 

R. A. McNeil, foreman of the 
day shift, another survivor, said 
that the boat seemed to disappear 
from beneath his feet when the 
explosion occurred. 

Cloud of Smoke; Wreckage. 

Mrs. W. C. Walklate, who wit- 
nessed the accident from the 
veranda of her summer cottage 
about a quarter of a mile away, 
said she heard an explosion after 
a flash of lightning, saw a cloud 
of smoke arise from the _ spot 
where the drill boat had been at 
work and could then see only a 
few pieces of wreckage floating 
where the vessel had been sta- 
tioned. 

One of the night shift, G. L. 
Brown of Ottawa, was asleep be- 
neath the water line of the drili 
boat when the explosion shattered 
the vessel. He said that ‘he dived

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Physicians Believe Man Found — 
Near Crane, Mo., Was Brand- 
ed Before Being Slain.

SPRINGFIELD, Mo., June 27.— | 


Physigians who nfade another ex- 
amination Wednesday night of the 
body of Bascum E. Ingram, who 
was found murdered late Tuesday 
near Crane, Mo., railroad station, 
announced definitely that the 
wounds in his arms were made 
with red hot irons and that the 
burns were made before he was 
killed. His head was crushed in 
seven places and several bullets 
were fired into his arm. He also 
was choked with a suit of under- 
wear. 

A bulky registered letter, miss- 
ing from ‘the personaleffects of 
Ingram, was considered as a clew 
in the hunt for his slayers. Post- 
master J..W. Brown of Crane re- 
vealed to officers that Ingram 
called at the Postoffice Monday 
and said he should have some mail. 
He received a registered  ietter, 
read it in the Postoffice and 
seemed considerably worried, 
Brown said. He said it did not conie 
from Yellville, Ark., near where 
Ingram’s family and relatives re- 
side. 

Sheriff C. A. Willingham of 
Marion County, Ark., was back 
in Yeliville after making a 
futile search for C. F. Gargous and 
George Riley, two men iiving near 
Yellville who broke jall about five 
months ago after officers found a 
stiH on their premises. Gargous 
and Riley are known to have been 
unfriendly with Ingram, officers 
said, as they blamed him for dis- 
covery of their still. Ingram’s home 
burned a short time after Gargous 
and Riley broke jail. 

A Coroner's jury returned a ver- 
dict that Ingram came to his 
death by causes unknown to the 
jury. Officers released seven 
members of the railroad. paint 
gang of which Ingram had been 
foreman. The seven were afr- 
rested yesterday for investigation.

HAVE already stated that national prohibition was enacted at 
the demand of the Anti-Saloon League. 
ganization and its presiding genius was the late Dr. Wayne B. 
His official biographer, himself a member of the League’s 


staff, describes him far more vigorously than I can ever hope to do. 
Justin Steuart was Dr. Wheeler’s publicity secretary and knew his 
subject intimately. Here is his estimate of the man: 


Wayne B. Wheeler controlled 
six Congresses, dictated to two 
Presidents of the United States, 
directed legislation in most of the 
states of the Union, picked the 
candidates for the more impor- 
tant elective state and Federal 
offices, held the balance.of pow- 
er in both Republican and Dem- 
ocratic parties, distributed more 
patronage than any dozen other 
men, supervised a Federal bu- 
reau from outside without offi- 
cial authority. .. . A tireless 
opportunist, he dramatized him- 
self as a mighty St. George fight- 
ing single-handed against a 
swarm of dragons. ... He 
loved power. . .. His favorite 
text was: “The powers that be 
are ordained of God.” ... He 
was an exponent of force. . .'‘: 
He preferred threats to persua- 
sion. . . . He desired the most 
severe penalties, the most ag- 
gressive policies, even to calling 
out the army and navy, the most 
relentless prosecution. A favor- 
ite phrase was: “We'll make 
them believe in punishment after 
death.” 

Such was the man and such is 
the spirit that has permeated our 
country. It has usurped the kind- 
ly persuasion and gentle ministra- 
tions of the temperance folk of a 
few years ago. The doctrine of 
force espoused by Wayne B. 
Wheeler has supplanted the spirit 
of charity and love taught by 
Jesus Christ. Formerly we sought 
to persuade. Now these apostles 
of reform by persecution assert 
that they will compel. 

‘We'll make them. believe in 
punishment after death,” we, “the 
powers that be,” who are “or- 
dained of God.” Can the sunlight 
of this day harbor the foul black- 
ness of such a fanatical creed? 
Unfortunately we are in the toils 
of it, the spirit of persecution 
fastened itself upon us, 


“The torments of the wicked in 
hell occasion no grief to the saints 
in heaven.” That was the bigot’s 
doctrine, Jonathan Edwards’ creed 
of 195 years ago, and it still lives 
today. Through penalties, threats 
and force, a cowering, sinful peo- 
ple will be lashed into obedience 
if not into moral grace. 

That is the philosophy of the 
present day professional prohibi- 
tion reformer. It Iives on into to- 
day. In the current copy of “The 
American Issue,” official organ of 
the Anti-Saloon League, the Rev. 
Ernest H. Cherrington character- 
izes the conscious law violator as 
“a dangerous individual of vicious 
instincts and of criminal min4. 
- « « He belongs behind the bars.” 


Vengefulness of Zealots. 


At least under old Jonathan's 
creed, the wicked were not con- 
signed to eternal torment until 
fter death. According to the im- 

rovements of his contemporary 
successors, which have been enact- 
ed into the prohibitory laws, the 
wicked are imprisoned on earth, in 
a crowded penitentiary, where they 
may be roasted aliye or shot to 
death by machine-gun fire. 

There might be some chance for 
a sinner to escape the flames of 
torment, Hell-fire is not as effect- 
ive as it once was. But from the 
modern persecutors there is no es- 
cape. “Punish, them while still 
alive.” The professional reformer 


‘will see to that. 


With a club over Congress, the 
professional drys forge the links of 
intolerance into fiercer and _ still 


fiercer laws to punish those who. 


disobey them. They will secure 


appropriations to build more peni- 


tentiaries to hold the ever increas- 
ing stream of convicts. 

Last month the Warden of the 
Federal Penitentiary at Atlanta 
telephoned to the Attorney-Gener- 
al of the United States that In a 
prison “built for. less % 2000 
.» + he had 3900 at af a 
couple of hundred more on the 


rails, and he did not know just 
where to put them.” 

The terrible 
Ohio is a reminder of unspeakable 
conditions there. In a _ prison 


crammed to twice its capacity, 317 |. 


convicts were burned to death. At 
the investigation following the dis- 
aster, prisoners testified to revolt- 
ing sanitary conditions. 

In my own State of Missouri, the 
Warden of the penitentiary admits 
a daily fear of prison mutiny. At 
Jefferson City 4052 prisoners are 

oused in cells that were con- 
structed to hold 2661. 

These shameful figures can be 
equaled in every state and in many 
surpassed. There are at least 125,- 
000 prisoners in Federal and atate 
penal institutions. This does not 
take into account the city and 
county jails which are as badly 


| overcrowded. 


But the reformers will know 
what to do. They will see that 
there is standing room at least for 
every culprit. 

The proudest boast of the pro- 
hibition zealot is the number of 
convictions secured. In a speech 
made last year, Senator Morris 
Sheppard eulogized prohibition and 
reveiled that the following admir- 
able results had been obtained: 

78,000 arrests in the Federal 

Courts,”—78,000 human beings 
upon whom tke law laid its 
heavy hand. “58,000 prison sen- 
tences,’’—58,000 men ahd women 
of vicious instincts and of crimi- 
inal minds . . . behind the bars. 
That is prohibition’s, crown of 
glory. “Aggregate of all sen- 
tences 5631 years.’”” If the pro- 
hibitory agents had locked Adam 
up for his law violations in the 
Garden of Eden, he could have 
just about served out that period 
of time, if fundamentalist chron- 
ology is to be relied on. ‘“Sus- 
pended and pardoned sentences, 
4627 years; probated sentences 
2265 years. 

In the opinion of the. distin- 
guished Senator, the number of 
prison sentences imposed is the 
yard-stick by which to measure 
the success of prohibition, There- 
fore he compared these figures with 
those for 1927. In that year, ar- 
rests totaled 51,945; convictions, 
36,546; sentenced to prison, 11,818. 


More Arrest, More Success. 


As the sentences for 1928 were 
much greater than for 1927, the 
Senator insists that prohibition is 
becoming progressively successful. 
We are arresting more people ev- 
ery year, send{ng more people to 
prison every year, ruining ‘more 
men and women every year, taking 
more fathers and husbands from 
their families, “destroying them 
body and soul, branding them so 
that as they go down the ways of 
life their names will be tife nantes 
of crimina'; and outcasts upon the 
lips of all people—more, more and 
more of that every year; hence 
prohibition is a glorious success. 

‘The basic principle underlying 
the eighteenth amendment is the 
Master’s teaching concérning hu- 
man brotherhood.” This is the la- 
test revelation of Bishop James 
Cannon Jr., the ecclesiastica] phil- 
osopher and speculator upon things 
divine and mundane, as handed 
down to us in a recent issue of the 
Forum magazine. 

In two short years 125,000 to 
130,000 have been jailed. human 
beings, with souls to be ransomed 
or destroyed. Into prison cells in 
contact with vice, with every form 
of loathsome crime, these men, 
made criminals themselves by law, 
were thrust and thereby you think 


‘you serve the good and merciful 


and justify

A proper law is a rule of ccnduct 
springing from common custom and 
ordained by general. consent. 

It. must be more. than that; it 
must be founded upon justice; it 
must experss equity and right; it 
must be humane in its provisions, 
Such’a law commends itself nat- 
urally to the intelligence and ap- 
peals to the soul of mankind. 

Unfortunately, justice, equity and 
humanity are not inherent - attri- 
butes cf law. There have been also 
improper laws, corrupt laws and 
laws that corrupt. An unjust law, 
a cruel law may be as much a crime 
as is the act of an individual who 
assaasinates in the dark. 


Intolerance Under the Law. 


Law has been*"the tool of tyran- 
ny, the instrument of intoleranee, 
the weapon of brute force, since 
time began. The atrocitites of the 
world have been cloaked and 
badged with law. The Savior of 
mankind was crucified according 
to Roman law and with the sanc- 
tion of Jewish law. This was the 
formula whereby His Person was 


demanded. “We have a law and 
by our law he ought to die.” 

Joan of Arc was burned at the 
stake in strict accordance and with 
every observance of inhuman law. 

John Calvin roasted Servetus, 
the foremost physician of his day, 
by authority of the laws of Geneva 
and, as he pretended, at the di- 
rect command of God. 

The Salem witches were hanged 
in accordance with the due proc- 
ess of law, after legal indictment, 
trial and conviction. 

The monsters who proclaimed 
such laws, the wretches who drove 
the nails, piled the faggots, and 
applied the brand, were as great 
criminals as though they had acted 
against the express letter of the 
law. Such laws were nothing byt 
harsh commandments for the per- 
petuation of villainies, . 

It is urged that a majority may 
dictate any kind of law, however 
brutal, however unjust, however 
atrocious. Such was not the doc- 
trine of the founders of this repub- 
lic. They declared that all just 
laws spring from the consent of 
the governed. They forbade cruel 
and unusual punishment. They set 


bounds to the authority of govern- | 


ment itself. They created checks 
and balances to preserve the lib- 
erty of the citizen. As they un- 
furled the battle flags of the revo- 
lution, they asserted that all men 
were entitled to life, liberty, and 
the pursuit happiness, and that 
all just laws were established to 
preserve these inallenable rights. - 

The British Government dragged 
our ancéstors across the sea and 
put them to trial according to the 


laws of England. The laws were | 


atrocious, the penalties were cruel, 
and our fathers repudiated both 
England and her laws. Both in En- 
gland and in the colonies, there was 
written into the laws the heavy 
penalty of death for offenses, tri- 


vial and involving no moral tur- |

Dry Penalties Too Severe. 


The Judges who pronounced sen- 
tence and the officers who dragged 
the victims to the gallows were as 
certainly murderers as they would 
have been if no form of law had 
been observed. The “it is hereby 
decreed” of a despot exercising au- 
thority and the “be it enacted”’ of.a 
few men gathered together in leg- 
islative assembly are alike power- 
less to make wrong right or rob 
cruelty of its criminality. 

The penalties of the prohibitory 
laws are altogether out of harmo- 
ry with the rest of our criminal 
statutes. For a single act in viola- 
tion of them, penalties can be piled 
up that will put the culprit in the 
penitentiary for a long period of 
years. A boy who delivers a jug 
of moonshine can be indicted for 
possession; he can be indicted for 
transportation; he can be indicted 
for conspiracy te violate a Federal 
statute, - He can alsa be tried under 
State codes, and conviction by the 
States does not bar conviction un- 
der Federal laws Penalties .may 
be imposed for the simple act of 
transporting a bottk of Nquor that 
are far greater than those fre- 
quently visited upon the thief and 
the killer. 

It is hard to believe that any hu- 
man being would want to send a 
lad to the penitentiary for carrying 
a pint of liquor. It is hard to be- 
lieve that in a civilized country we 
would tear a father from his fam- 
ily,. disgrace the wife, their chil- 
dren and brand them forever with 
a mark that time could not erase 
because that father sold a quart of 
liquor or a bottle of beer to a man 
who wanted to buy. 

Recently I read of a single vio- 
lation. of the ‘prohibitory ‘law, 
which sent 29 heads of families to 
jail and left 29 families destitute 
and: dependent upon private chari- 
ty for their existence. Here is what 
had happened: The fishing season 
in the village of Ocean City, Md., 
had been poor and work was 
scarce. A sea-going rum-runner ar- 
rived. To these two facts add pro- 
hibition, with the result that 29 
fisher-folk are in jail charged with

The Senate Finance Committee 
was told by Senator Watson of In- 
diana, the Republican leader, that 
the President favored the Johnson 
bill as it camef rom the House. 

The committee, in a long secret 
session, heard testimony from Gen. 
T, Hines, director of the Veterans’ 
Bureau, who supported the House 
bill, and from John T. Taylor, leg- 
islative agent of the American Le- 
gion. The decision of the commit- 
tee was not expected before late 
today or tomorrow. 

$12 to $40 a Month Pension. . 

The Johnson bill, which was said 
by its sponsors to have the approv- 
al of the President, provides for 
payments of $12 to $40 2 month to 
non-income-taxpaying veterans .of 
$0 or. more days’ service who can 
show a disability of at least 25 
cent that was not the result of 
“willful misconduct.” 

Its estimated cost the first year 
is $50,000,000, as compared with an 
estimated initial cost of the vetoed 
bill amounting to $102,000,000. 

Rankin-bill advocates in the 
House got on the bandwagon for 
the Johnson bill after the veto of 
the former had been sustained by 
a surprisingly large vote—188 for 
the veto to 182 against it—but in 
so doing many of them expressed 
the view that the rates would be 
Mcreased in the Senate. 

Senators Walsh of Massachusetts 
and Connally of Texas, Democrats, 
who were among the first to pro- 
pose a general disability pension 
scheme as an extension of the pres- 
ent compensation law, announced 
at once that they would seek to 
provide a scale starting. with $20 
and running up to $60 and lower- 
ing the required degree of dis- 
ability to 10 per cent. This pro- 
posal would bring the World War 
scale into line with the Spanish 
War. scale recently made effective 
over the President's veto and would 
add materially to the estimated 
$50,000,000 cost.

“The 25 per cent disability,” sald

"Such a pyramid of governments, such 
systems of municipal administration, 
such conglomeration of independent au- 
thorities, each with taxing and admin- 
istrative powers, will not appeal to a 
progressive, economic and forward look- 
ing people. We want fewer governments, 
not more governments. 

The plan contemplates the divestment 
of departments from ‘the City of St. Louis 
and their transfer to the “City of Great- 
er St. Louis.” In a political campaign, 
under a separate vote of city and county, 
such emasculation of the city govern- 
ment will certainly be uncovered and 
will defeat the whole plan. 

Sub-section five of the petition, deal- 
ing with franchises, dcmands the tal- 
ents of all the lawyers of Philadelphia 
to define it, and the Supreme Court 
would be construing it, if adopted, for 
the next 100 years. It even attempts 
to control the courts, as it directs how 
it shall be “construed.” 

Sub-section seven provides that “when- 
ever petitions, including the full text of 
a charter,” shall be filed, an election 
shall be held.

The United States must build up to Britain's 
naval needs with equivalent warships in order to 
maintain parity. France and Italy could not agree 
because Italy is ambitious for expansion, which 
threatens France’s advantages in colonial posses- 
sions. Until we understand the real motives that 
underlie these rivalries we cannot have comprehension 
of the controlling factor in the international situa- 
tion. Imperialism, religion and statecraft, to which 
Sir Henry ascribed past wars, are passing, and in 
this Machine Age commercial rivalries take their 
place. . 
It is futile, therefore, to talk peace and hold peace 
conferences for the purpose of reducing armaments 
and not find a workable solution of the great prob- 
lem which confronts every nation in the world. That 
problem is the opportunity to obtain raw materials 
and dispose of industrial products. The great pros- 
perity of the United States has rested upon our vast 
natural resources and our great domestic market, 
caused by the free interehange of the raw materials 
and products of all the states. 
Our situation, however, has changed and is con- 
tinuing to change. We have built up a vast and effi- 
cient industrial machine which produces far more 
than our own people can consume. We have both an 
industrial and an agricultural surplus for which we 
must find markets. Other nations are in an even 
worse position than we are, having limited resources, 
restricted areas and smaller domestic markets. In 
order to live and thrive they must find markets. The 
struggle for new markets is growing in intensity. 
Our policy, however, embodied in the new tariff 
law, is to shut off all other nations from our own 
great domestic market. We have notified them that 
we will not permit them to sell goods in the United 
States. We have put up barriers against trade that 
are practically prohibitive. But we want to trade 
with them; we want their markets. Retaining al! 
the advantages of our own domestic market, we pro- 
pose to dump our surplus products on other nations. 
‘This policy is not confined alone to the United States, 
but to a certain extent has been followed throughout 
the civilized world. Trade barriers have been built 
on every side, but we are the leading exemplar of 
the policy of restricted trade. In the long run this 
policy is suicidal because there cannot be trade with- 
out exchange of commodities. The ideal ccndition, 
as Mr. Ford said, is co-operative trade, reciprocal ex- 
change, in which each nation sells to the others what 
it can make cheapest and best. Thus opportunity is 
given to all to develop their resources and industries 
and to profit by them. 

What the world needs now more than anything else 
is freer trade and commercial co-operation to revive 
prosperity for all. 

It is reassuring to find for the first time in 
the history of tariff legislation leading manufac 
turers, outside the immediate beneficiaries of tariff 
graft, and business men in general protesting against 
this damaging policy. Doubtless it was necessary for 
us to suffer from this extreme greed of the tariff 
plunderbund to bring American business men to re- 
alize its folly. Not only is it the enemy of prosperity, 
but it is the enemy of peace and of friendly and cor- 
dial international relations. Persistence in it will 
make peace treaties and armament agreements mere 
scraps of paper.

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THE NEW YORK RAIDS. 

At a season when thousands of Americana are en- 
foying the freedom of other lands, the dry raids in 
New York afford a contrast that eannot escape pop- 
ular observation. . 

Before the shock troops of the prohibition depart- 
ment swept down upon the diners, there was noth- 
ing at the roof garden of the Ritz-Carlton or the ex- 
clusive Central Park Casino to distinguish these 
| places from others of their kind all over the world. 
The people who were eating and drinking there might 
have been doing so in any European or South Amer- 
ican metropolis undisturped by any eccentric notion 
of what they might better be doing. It is this sort 
of thing in the United States that has made the rest 
of the world wonder. There was no disorder, the 
diners were ‘exactly like other diners everywhere 
else, and to the observer unfamiliar with the anom- 
alous situation in the United States nothing could 
have been more incredible than that the places should 
be raided. Perhaps the following bit from the news 
best illustrates this unbelievable tale: 


At the Casino, one of the most expensive and 
fashionable eating and dancing resorts in the 
city, about 600 persons were in the dining room 
when the raid occurred. 

One of the four agents in evening clothes seat- 
ed in the dining room rose and went to the veran- 
da, where he signaled with his arms. Sixteen 
other agents who had been hidden in the Central 
Park shrubbery surrounding the Casino dashed 
from their places of concealment. At the same 
time an automobile filled with agents arrived. 

The music was stopped and the agents 
swarmed among the tables snatching bottles. 
Persons arrested were herded into the ballroom 
to await the arrival ef patrol wagons to take 
them to the station. Woman companions of the 
nen arrested were ordered to leave. 

The Casino was a scene of disorder. Guests ac- 
cused the agents of being rude to women and 
there were shouts and threats. Many women dis- 
obeyed the orders to remain in their places and 

fled toward the exits. 

Imagine such a scene in London, Paris, Berlin, 
Buenos Aires, the City of Mexico, Shanghai, Sydney, 
‘Tokio. It is with such absurdities that prohibition 
has at once made us ridiculous and cooked its own

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OUR CASH REGISTER CIVILIZATION.

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CIVIL LIBERTY IN AMERICA. 
The American Civil Liberties Union has issued 
its annual report covering violations of eivil liber- 
ties in the United States for the past year. 
It finds that 920 free speech prosecutions were 
brought in the first three months of 1930 as against 
86 in the same period lagt year; five young women in 
prison in California for displaying a red flag; three 
men imprisoned for sedition in Pennsylvania; three 
persons convicted in Ohio for distributing Communist 
literature in a coal strike district: three coal and 
fron police acquitted in Pennsylvania after the 
brutal murder of a miner; 12 workers and union 
organizers in prisun in North Carolina following the 
violence growing out of the textile strike.

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An English View of the Simon Report 


Survey of situation in India gives no encouragement to those who consider people per- 
manently incapable of self-rule; nor does it cheer those who want British to leave 
at once; unstable condition of peasants one reason for frowning on “risky ex- 
periments” in government; clash ef great religious groups also a disturbing factor. 


HE Simon Commission's survey of the 
. Indian situation is now before the world. 

There can be no doubt about the quality 
of the sources of information accessible to 
the surveyors or the pains taken by them 
to perfect.their work. It is true that the 
country under examination was unfamiliar 
to them. But, though this fact may in some 
respects have hampered their work, it cer- 
tainly lends additional interest and addij- 
tional yalue to their judgment. 

The results of the survey do not give 
any encouragement to those who think it 
possible to demonstrate that the people or 
peoples of India are permanently incapable 
of self-government. On the other hand, 
they are hardly reconcilable with the hopes 
of those who desire to see British control 
immediately and completely withdrawn, or 
think that our relations with India can be 
satisfactorily readjusted by the mere use 
of the words “dominion status.” 

The Commission makes it clear that the 
three great difficulties standing in the way 
of the immediate establishment of full In- 
dian self-government are not imaginary but 
real. What is worse, they interlock. The 
prospect of self-government fills the Mos- 
lem and Hindu communities with anxieties, 
ambitions and mutual suspicions, It is not 
possible immediately to withdraw British 
troops and officers and to create an Indian 
army which could be trusted to act as a 
national army if friction developed between 
the Mosiem and Hindu communities. The 
first step has hardly yet been taken in the 
difficult and complicated task of fitting the 
Indian states into the framework of a 
self-governing all-India federation. 

The Commission’s report and the news 
from India contain plenty of evidence to 
remind us that till that task is achieved 
we must expect to have our time occupied 
with unpleasant, undignified and dangerous 
quarrels. We see the work to be done; the 
building up of a great self-governing United 
States of India. Can it be expedited?

The submerged once dreamt of no better 
fate. Now they have come to hear of the 
possibility of a life above the poverty line. 

What 
wonder, too, if of the few who succeed in 
clambering out, a great proportion have 
the fear of slipping back always in their 
minds, and are therefore apt to think ev- 
erything justifiable to keep them and their 
families out of the morass?

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This Type of Home Has Great- 
ly Outdistanced One-Family 
Dwelling in Last Four Years.

WASHINGTON, ~ June 27.— 
Apartments are the chief form of 
domicile in 257 identical American 
cities of more than 25,000 »opula- 
tion, and during the last four years 
have completely eclipsed the one- 
family dwelling which formerly 
held the lead. é 

Statistics gathered by the De- 
partment of Labor disclose that 
during the last calendar year 48.6 
per cent of the 244,197 families 
provided for in all classes of 
{dwellings in these cities were 
housed. in apartments, with 40.2 
per cent in one-family dwellings. 
The remainder were provided for 
in two-family dwellings which in- 
cluded one and two-family dwell- 
ings with stores combined. 

In 1928 a total of 53.7 per cent 
of the 388,678 total families were 
provided for in apartments as 
against but 35.2 in one-family 
dwellings. The previous year the 
percentage was 48.3 and 38.3, re- 
spectively, and in 1926, 45.4 and 
40.7, respectively. 

The rapid strides of the apart- 
ment house is readily discernable 
from the department’s earliest fig- 
ures, 1921, when 58.3 per cent of 
the total mumber of families were 
provided for in one-family dweltl- 
ings. The apartment house ratio 
was then 24.4. 

Fourteen cities of the United 
States boasting a population of 
500,000 or more contributed heav- 
ily to the favoritism shown apart- 
ments. In these cities 64.4 per 
cent of the new family dwelling 
units for which permits were is- 
sued during 1929 were in apart- 
ments, and 25.3 in one-family 
dwellings. The previous year the 
ratio was 67.2 and 22.1 per cent, 
respectively. 

In New York City 58,320 fam- 
ilies were provided for during the 
last year. Of this number 83 per 
cent were provided for in apart- 
ment houses, and on:y 10.8 in one- 
family dwellings. In the borough 
of Manhattan 99.9 per cent of the 
18,067 families provided for were 
to live in apartments. 

Chicago ranked next to New 
York in the percentage of apart- 
ments with a total of 77.9 per cent. 

Baltimore continues to be the 
outstanding city in the erection of 
one-family @wellings. In the 
Maryland metropolis 3022 families 
and 92.7 per cent lived in one- 
family dwellings. Pittsburg, Phil- 
adelphia and Cleveland were the 
only other cities in this group in 
which more than half of their new 
family units lived in single family 
dwellings.

Each responded freely and the 
suave Henry Sell as master of 
ceremonies collected $800—a rec- 
ord amount—which will be turned 
over to the charity fund for sea- 
men’s orphans. I have somehow 
always believed these orphans 
breakfasted on caviar and played 
with jeweled toys, judging from 
the huge sums raised for them. 

But I am told the money is judi- 
cially and wisely expended. The 
most poignant lines ever written, 
,t think, were th penned by 
Pierre Loti in his “Pecheurs d'Is- 
lande” as a glowing tribute to the 
widows and orphans of the brave 
men who go down to sea in ships. 
It reads: 

“And all the hours of the day 
passed, one after another, and all 
the hours of the evening, and all 
the hours of the night, and all the 
hours of the morning. As she 
counted the days when he ought 
to have been back, a wild terror 
seized upon her. She did not want 
any more to know either the dates 
or the names of the days.” 


I am told, too, that the financial 
plight of the majority of grand 
opera stars this year is similarly 
tragic. With few exceptions they 
were caught in the market crash 
—innumerable completely wiped 
out and in debt. And with the 
popularity of grand opera at a low 
ebb the future is dark. But they 
twittered magnificently. 

In a few hours the good ship will 
be warped to the dock at Le Havre 
and those of us from back home 
will be “vulgar foreigners.” It has 
been the smoothest crossing ever 
experienced, and if I don't neglect 
to pack the lower section of a pair 
of silk pajamas or something, I am 
content. And may come again.

wrecked next autumn. Many of 
‘them are old and unsightly, pre- 
senting an unpleasant picture to 
‘travelers arriving at the station. 
However, no decision has been 
reached as to how ‘the plaza, 
which will be bounded by Eight- 
eenth, Twentieth, Market and 
Chestnut streets, can be developed. 
The City Plan Commission has 
proposed a scheme of ornamenta- 
tion of the surface, together with 


a lower level for autemobile park- 
ing and Market street trolleys. 


Legal Questions Involved. 
The commission wanted to com- 
bine the balance which will remain 
from the land purchase fund with 
money from the street widening 
bond issue item to finace the com- 
pletion of the plaza without delay.

Including the purchase approved 
yesterday, property acquired to 
Gate will have cost $1,858.487.50, 
the prices being those fixed by con- 
demnation commissioners in the 


which the plaza scheme was con- 
solidated. If the four remaining 
pieces are paid for on the same 
basis, total cost of the site will be 
$2,494,925.

With fee simple title,, 
use of the property could be | 
changed in the future, if for any 
unforeseen reason this should be 
desirable.

We have the 
power of remedy in our own hands 
General hatred and defiance of ‘the 
law will undermine the structure of 
our government as surely and as 
speedily as the continued existence 
of the harmful! law itself. It is our 


tional methcds to remedy existing 
wrongs.’ The right way is to repeal 
bad laws and to correct bad con- 
stitutions.

Vegetable Salad. 
In buying vegetahles on Saturday 
see that there is a variety for the 
salad on Sunday night.

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Generally speaking, any fresh 
fruit that is as delicate in flavor 
as the berry, is best served in as 
simple a manner as possibile. 
However, when the supply is 
plentiful, there are times when it 
is advisable to serve berries in vari- 
ous combinations in order to keep 
up interest in them. Used with or- 
anges, grapefruit or pineapple, 
they make delicious and refreshing 
fruit cups that may be served for 
breakfast or at the.end or begin- 
ning of any of the other meals in 
the day. In the form of tarts or 


leream pies, or mashed and served 


as a sauce for baked or boiled cus- 
tards, used in gelatin desserts of al- 
most endless variety, in frozen des- 
serts or in salads they offer inter- 
esting possibilities for the menu 
maker. 

There is always outstanding, 
the ever popular berry shertcake. 
This should have been put first in 
the list of ways for using berries, 
but there may still be truth in the 
old childhood rhyme of “‘last’s the 
best of all the game.” 

Some of the nicest ways of using 
berries when combinations are de- 
sired are given below. 


product-in one cup of boiling water 
and set aside to cool.

Berry Sherbet. 

Soak one tablespoon gelatin 
in one-half cup cold water, then add 
one-half cup of boiling water and 
stir until the gelatin dissolves. Mix 
one cup of sugar with one cup of 
boiling water and stir until the 
sugar dissolves, then add to the 
gelatin mixture. Set aside to cool. 

Mash one quart of ripe berries 
and squeeze out the juice either by 
pressing it through a fine strainer 
or squeezing through cheese cloth. 
Stir this strained juice together 
with the juice of one lemon into 
the gelatin mixture and freese, This 
makes one quart of sherbet.

Many Housewives Prefer to 
Bake the Cakes for the 
Family Outing. 


Housewives who are planning to 
pack. a picnic hamper will do well 
to concentrate on cookies and small 
cakes for the sweets for the lunch. 

The most’delicate and dainty tea 
cakes, jumbles and ccokies may be 
purchased at the grocery and chain 
stores. Sweet fancy crackers are 
also obtaindble in a variety of 
typés suitable for picnie meals. 

However, many housekeepers 
prefer to bake cookies for the lunch 
basket. These séveral varieties will 
be found very attractive for the 
purpose. 

Oatmeal Cookies. 

Ingredients neede@ are oné cup 
Shortening, one and cne-half cups 
brown sugar, two eggs, three- 
fourths cup milk, two cups flour, 
two cups rolled oats, two teaspoons 
baking powder, one teaspoon cinna- 
mon, one teaspocn nutmeg, one- 
half teaspoon cloves, oné cup rai- 
sins, one-half cup finely chopped 
citron, one-half cup finely chopped 
candied orange peel and one cup 
chopped nut meats. 

Cream the shortening and sugar 
and add the eggs. Mix the flour, 
baking powder and oatmeal tageth- 
er, add the spices, fruit and nuts 
and add to the other ingredients 
alternately with the milk. Mix well 
and drop spoonfuls on a greased 
inch apart. Bake in a moderate 
oven. 

Butterscotch Cookies. | 

Use one-half cup shortening, 
two cups brown sugar, two .eggs, 
four teaspoons baking powder, 
one-haif teaspoon salt, two tea- 
spoons vanilla and four cups flour. 

Cream the shortening and sugar 
and add the eggs and vanilla. Sift 
the salt, flour and baking powder 
and add gradually. The dough 
should be very solid. Shape into 
& long roll and put in the icebox 
for several hours overnight. Cut 
in very thin slices and bake in a 
moderate oven. 

Orange Cup Cakes. 

Two cups cake flour, four tea- 
spoons baking powder, two table- 
spoons butter or other shortening, 
one cup sugar, one egg, unbeaten, 
one tablespoon grated orange rind, 
one-fourth cup milk and one-half 
cup orange juice. 

Sift flour once, measure, add 
baking powder, and sift altogether 
three times. Cream butter, add 
sugar and cream together thor- 
oughly. Add egg and beat until 
light and fluffy. Add orange rind. 
Add flour, alternately with milk 
and orange juice, a small amount 
at a time. Beat after each addi- 
tion until smooth. 

Pour into muffin pans, filling 
them 2-3 full. Bake in moderate 
oven 25 minutes. Makes 12 large 
or 18 small cup cakes. 

Sugar Oookies, 

Take two and one-half cups cake 
flour, two teaspoons baking pow- 
der, one cup sugar, one-half tea- 
Spoon grated nutmeg, one-half cup 
butter or other shortening, two 
eges, well beaten, grated rind one 
lemon and one tablespoon ¢ream. 

Sift flour, baking powder and 
nutmeg together twice. Cream 
butter thoroughly, add sugar grad- 
ually, and cream together until 
light and fluffy. Add eggs, lemon 
rind, cream and beat well. Add 
flour mixture gradually. Beat after 
each addition until smooth. 

Roll into thin shéet, cut with 
cooky cutter and dredge with gran- 
ulated sugar. Place on greased 
baking sheet and bake in hot oven 
about seven minutes.

Sweet Heads the List of. 
. Summ er Favorites. 


When the question of “What 
shall we have for dessert” is 
abked, in almost nine times out of 


10 the answer is, “Let's have ice 
cream.” 

‘No matter in what form it is 
served, ice cream is the favorite 
dessert of youngsters and .grown- 
ups. Perhapé that is why the 
United States uses more of this 
delicacy than any other country in 
the world, 

There are, of course, all kinds 
of ice cream and an almost end- 
less array of plain and fancy 
frozen desgerts that are quite dif- 
ferent from the original that was 
made in Italy about 1600. It was 
not until a hundred years or s0 
later that_America knew of it. 

The food value of ice cream de- 
pends on the kind of mixture and 
the ingredients used in it. Gen- 
erally speaking commercial ice 
cream is made of milk, cream, su- 
gar, flavoring, gelatine and gsonie- 
times ergs. 

The days of adulterating ice 
'cream by using large quantities of 
some Kind of filler are practically 
past. The materials used now are 
wholesome and pure and the prod- 
uct is made under modern san- 
itary conditions. , 

The finished ice cream has all 
the food value of milk and cream 
with their mineral and vitamin 
content, as well as the nutritive 
value of the sugar and whatever 
fruit or flavoring is used. Gela- 
tine in small quantities is added ‘to 
give smoothness and body to the 
fee cream and it also makes it 
more digestible. 

About Frozen Mixtures. 

In making frozen . mixtures of 
any kind, more sugar is usually 
needed than would be required in 
an unfrozen mixture, For in- 
stance, a frozen custard is made 
much sweeter than a plain boiled 
custard. We say that frozen mix- 


ly happens is that the coldness re- 
tards the action of the taste buds 
in the mouth and that some of the 
flavor is really lost to the sense of 
taste—in other words, we lose the 
power of tasting the sugar, so that 


melted ice cream tastes much 
sweeter than when it is frozen 
solid. 


Fruit Ices and Frappes. ) 
Fruit ices, sherbets and frappes 


are made chiefly of fruit juices, 
sugar and water with a little gela- 
tin or accagionally some beaten 
ege white. They are cooling and 
refreshing, but they do not have 
the high food value of ice cream. 

Mousses and parfaits are made 
from whipped cream, sugar, fruit 
or other flavoring and are quite 
rich. For this reason, they are 
not so readily digested as the 
plainer ice cream. 

Food Value of Ice Cream. 

Home-made ice cream varies in 
its food value the same as does 
the commercial variety. depending 
entirely on the ingredients used. 
It is a very simple matter now- 
adays’‘to provide a frozen dessert 
for the family dinner if one has 
one of the new types of reffigera- 
tor with the handy freezing unit. 
All that is necessary is to prepare 
the mixture, pour it into the freez- 
ing pan and let it stand for sev- 
eral hours. 

Or commercial ice 
be kept hard and frozen for hours 
by placing it in the freezing com- 
partment. 

There are still a great many of 
us who still depend on, the old-fash- 
ioned turn-the-crank type of ice 
cream freezer and who prefer the 
kind of ice cream it makes to all 
other kinds. A good plain vaniila | 
jee cream mixture for such a freez- 
er uses three cups of rich milk, one 
cup of cream or evaporated milk, 
one cup sugar, one-quarter tea- 
spoon salt and two tablespoons va- 
ailla extract. Scald the milk, add 
the sugar and stir until dissolved. 
Cool, add the cream, salt and va- 
nilla and freeze, using eight parts 
crushed ice te one of 
céarse freezing salt. 

‘Frozen Custard. 

A delicious frozen custard calis 
for one quart of scalded milk, one 
cup of sugar. three beaten eggs, 
one-fourth teaspoon salt, one tea- 
spoon corn starch, one tablespocn 
vanilla and one teaspoon lemon ex- 
tract. Beat the eggs until light. 
Mix the corn stareh and sugar,and 
add the eggs, then etir in the scald- 
ed milk. Cook, stirring constantly 
until as thick as thick cream. Re- 
move at once from the fire. add the 
salt and flavorings and cool. Freeze 
as plain ice cream.

For chocolate ice 
cream, add four squares of melted 
unsweetened chocolate to the cus- 
tard mixture and cook for five min- 
utes, stirring ccnstantly.

The battle which sent Lee 
back over the Virginia hills is still 
red hot news. Residents talk of it 
with much excitement in their 
voices, and nearly all the citizens, 
I've heard, have collections of bul- 
lets which they will show-upon al- 
most no provocation. 
Except for the 1200 monuments, 
the field has been left almost as it 
was. One can still see Gen. Meade’s 
headquarters, parts of the old 
breastworks, and the breech-load- 
ing cannon from England that had 
@ remarkable range of five miles, 
It is encouraging to note that 
the beauty of the monuments is in 
inverse proportion to their age. 
The older ones are made hideous 
by fron garlands and other relics 
of the jig-saw period. A column 
set up in honor of the New York 
boys bears on its top a narrow 
stone wigwam and an Indian to 
represent Tammany. 
A famous Irish brigade is com- 
memorated by an overdecorated 
Celtic cross and a long-nosed wolf- 
hound that looks strangely like a 
crocodile. The newer monuments, 
nearly all of which are beautiful, 
indicate a remarkable chafge in 
the nation’s artistic taste. 
The list of dead, wounded and 
missing at Gettysburg totaled 43,- 
454, several thousand having been 
mowed down at the Bloody Angle 
within 60 minutes. Our guide, who 
was a World War veteran, agreed 
with another veteran in the party 
that Chateau-Thierry and the Ar- 
gonne were far safer places than

There was nothing in the day’s 
business news to stimulate in wide- 
spread short covering, but bearish 
operations this week have been | 
meeting with increasingly meager | 
success, and professional traders | 
evidently felt that the market had 
become thoroughly sold out for the 
time being. Many large traders 
left for the week-end yesterday. 

In view of the large increase in 
listings during the past two years, 
today’s turnover was relatively one 
of the dullest in many years. Trad- 
ing during the major part of the 
session wag at a pace which prom- 
ised to set a low record for the; 
past four years, but about 230,000 | . 
shares were traded in the last half | 
hour. Today's turnover of about 
580,000 shares compared with the 
Saturday high record in excess of 
4,800,000, made less than a month 
ago. The gmallest turnover since 
trading was conducted on its pres- | 
ent basis was 23,323 shares, traded 
on Dec, 26, 1914. 

News Without Influence. 

There was nothing in the week- 
end business reports to influence 
the market either way. Rail earn- 
ings reports continued unimpres- 
sive, and rail shares displayed 
group heaviness.
